As they come after a long ſcorching Sum- 
mer, they are very acceptable and bene- 
ficial; for they mitigate the exceſſive 
Heat of the Air, give a Check to the epi- 
demical Diſeaſes, and by ſoftening the 
Sun-burnt Earth, render it capable of 
being cultivated. They are commonly 
accompanied with Thunder, Lightning, 
and Squalls of Wind for the moſt Part 
from the North.

of Greece, will be abundantly evident to 
every one who conſiders the preceding Ac- 
count with any Degree of Attention.

Having premiſed theſe general Reflec- 
tions, in order to give the cleareſt Idea I 
can of the Winter Fevers, I ſhall deſcribe 
them as they appeared during the laſt 
Month of the Year 1745, and the firſt 
Part of 1746, when the uncommon De- 
ſtruction they made among the Eng/i/b 


rendered them more immediately the Ob- 


ject of my Attention; and as the Genera- | 


lity of them is called Mal de Coftat by

difficult and laborious; the moſt Part of 
the Sick being ſeized with Stitches in their

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In the Progreſs of the Diſeaſe, it was Cnay. 
not uncommon for the Pains to move VI. 
about in the Thorax from one Place to TO 
another. Sometimes they would ſhift from 
the Breaſt to the Limbs, and of a ſudden 
return to the Bowels; and I have ſeen 
Caſes wherein, after leaving one Side, 
they have attacked the other unexpectedly, 
and proved fatal in a very ſhort Time. 
The left Side of the Thorax was not near 
ſo liable to be affected as the other; forty- 
two out of ſixty Patients who were 
ſeized about the fame Time, having had 
the Diſeaſe in the right. But which- 
ſoever fide was affected, the Sick lay eaſieſt 
on the oppoſite; ; though the Generality 
were obliged to lie upon their Backs, or 
to fit up in Bed with their Heads erect.
